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PREFACE 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
CLOWNE  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  your  district  for  the  year  1951. 

The  year  on  the  whole  has  been  a healthy  one, 
few  cases  of  infectious  disease  having  been  received. 

Housing  continues  to  be  a major  problem  and 
the  conditions  under  which  many  people  live  continues  to 
be  most  unsatisfactory. 

The  nuisance  in  connection  with  the  dilapidated 
privy  middens  at  West  Lea  Cottages  continues.  The  result 
of  the  inquiry  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  into  the  provision 
of  a sewage  works  for  this  area  is  not  yet  known.  This 
nuisance  is  a serious  one  during  the  summer  months  and  the 
sanitary  conditions  of  these  houses  is  most  deplorable  and 
a serious  menace  to  health. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Council  for  their  continued  interest  and  support,  and 
also  the  members  of  the  staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER 

The  supply  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  samples  are  invariably  good. 
Owing  to  the  building  of  new  houses  and  the  conversion  of  pail  closets 
the  needs  of  the  area  are  increasing  causing  the  supply  to  be  insufficient. 
The  N.C.C.  refused  to  grant  a further  supply  from  the  Manton  Colliery 
as  they  require  all  additional  water  for  their  own  use  so,  under  the 
circumstances,  the  Council  were  able  to  obtain  a further  supply  from 
the  Chesterfield  and  Bolsover  Water  Board  which  was  brought  into 
the  district  via  Mansfield  Road,  Clowne.  At  the  suggestion  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  a merger  between  the  two  authorities  took  place 
in  October  1951.  This  merger  should  be  satisfactoiy  to  both  parties, 
although  *the  Bolsover  Water  Board  has  not  an  unlimited  supply  at 
the  present  time,  and  they  draw  water  from  the  Medan  Valley  so  that 
in  a dry  summer  the  position  might  become  difficult. 

The  hardness  of  the  water  is  23  degrees. 

10  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  at  the  source  before  chlorin- 
ation, and  8 after  chlorination.  All  were  satisfactory  except  one  which 
was  apparently  taken  at  a dead-end  of  a water  main. 

4 chemical  samples  were  also  taken. 

The  water  which  is  not  plumbo-solvent  is  chlorinated  at  the  Hod- 
thorpe  Pumping  Station  which  is  at  the  entrance  of  the  Clowne  area. 
.2  parts  per  million  of  chlorine  are  added  to  the  water.

URGENT  SANITARY  REQUIREMENTS 

1.  Additional  supply  of  water.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  AND  SEWERAGE  WORKS 

Ministry  of  Health  Inquiries  were  held  at  the  Council  Offices  on 
August  3()th  and  31st  in  respect  of  the  proposed  new  sewerage 
works  at  Creswell  and  Clowne.  .\pproval  has  been  given  to  the  Creswell 
Scheme  with  certain  amendments  and  these  are  being  worked  out  at 
the  present  time  by  the  Council’s  consulting  engineer.  We  are  still 
awaiting  to  receive  approval  for  the  new  Clowne  sewage  disposal 
\vorks.  These  works  at  Clowne  are  to  take  the  place  of  the  out-of-date 
disposal  plant  at  Cockhouse  and  are  to  serve  West  Lea,  John  Street 
and  Cockhouse.  Until  the  works  are  completed  it  will  be  impossible 
to  carry  out  the  conversion  of  the  existing  dilapidated  privy  middens 
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at  the  70  houses  known  as  West  Lea  Cottages  where  the  middens 
have  been  for  years  one  of  the  most  serious  nuisances  in  the  Clowne 
Rural  district  and  the  cause  of  enteritis  and  dysentery  on  more  than 
one  occasion.  The  conversions  arc  a matter  of  urgency. 

The  main  sewage  works  in  the  parish  of  Clowne  at  Hollin  Hill 
continue  to  give  satisfactory'^  effluents  but  are  working  to  full  capacity 
and  will  have  to  be  increased  in  the  near  future. 

The  following  new  sewers  have  been  laid  : — 486  foul  water  sewer 
1,310  yards  and  surface  water  sewer  1,310  yards. 


HOUSING 


During  the  year  134  houses  were  completed  and  let  by  the  Council 
and  8 houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  for  owner  occupation. 
The  Council  increased  their  number  by  94  on  last  y'ear’s  figure. 

The  most  urgent  need  of  the  district  from  a public  health  point 
of  view  continues  to  be  the  erection  of  more  houses.  People  are  still 
living  in  property  which  16  years  ago  was  condemned  as  unfit  for 
occupation.  This  condemned  property  is  gradually  becoming  worse 
and  owing  to  the  number  of  persons  living  in  lodgings  taking  priority, 
it  is  very  difficult  to  rehouse  the  tenants  of  condemned  property. 
People  are  also  living  in  unhealthy  conditions  at  Southgate  Camp, 
Clowne  and  the  Bevan  Huts,  Creswell  where  the  huts  are  definitely 
substandard  and  very  damp. 

The  requirements  of  the  public  for  more  houses  is  as  great  as  ever 
it  was. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  64  houses  and  14  bungalows  were  in  the  course 
of  construction  and  tenders  for  a further  30  were  let. 


Numbers  1 to  4 Fieldings  Row,  Creswell  and  No.  11  Cliff  Hill, 
Clowne,  were  represented  to  the  Council  for  demolition.  Nos.  5 to 
11  Fieldings  Row  had  already  been  represented  in  1949  but  so  far 
none  of  these  representations  have  been  confirmed  by  the  Council.

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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

Diphtheria. 

No  notifications  of  this  disease  were  received. 

Every  effort  is  made  for  children  to  be  immunised.  It  is  very  im- 
portant that  there  should  be  no  lessening  of  the  immunisation  campaign. 
Owing  to  the  absence  of  diphtheria  some  parents  are  inclined  to  leave 
immunisation  alone  and  if  they  persist  in  allowing  their  children  to  be 
unprotected  there  may  be  a return  of  diphtheria  outbreaks.  In  recent 
months  there  has  been  in  the  country  one  or  two  sharp  reminders 
of  this.  As  the  occurrence  of  the  disease  diminishes,  fewer  and  fewer 
parents  have  any  direct  knowledge,  let  alone  first-hand  experience 
of  diphtheria,  which  is  apt  to  make  them  dangerously  unmindful  of 
the  disease  or  mistakenly  to  believe  that  it  has  been  almost  got  rid 
of  in  this  country. 

Parents  must  be  made  to  realise  that  diphtheria  is  still  a deadly 
threat  and  it  is  still  imperative  that  their  children  should  be  immunised. 

173  primary  injections  were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  a large 
number  of  children  who  had  already  been  immunised  had  boosting 
doses.  The  majority  of  these  primary  cases  were  children  between 
one  and  two  years. 

Last  year  there  were  only  32  fatal  cases  in  England  and  Wales, 
compared  with  49  in  1950,  and  notifications  were  only  699  as  against 
959  throughout  the  whole  of  the  country. 

A situation  has  now  been  reached — a situation  scarcely  dreamed  of 
in  1940,  when  the  immunisation  campaign  started  — when  the  eradi- 
cation of  diphtheria  as  an  indigenous  disease  in  this  country  can  be 
foreseen  as  a very  real  possibility  within  the  next  few  years,  providing 
there  is  no  slackening  in  the  immunisation  efforts  that  have  been  so 
dramatically  successful  in  the  past  ten  years. 

The  startling  success  of  immunisation  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
before  the  war  deaths  averaged  2,800  a year.  In  1937  there  were  6 1,339 
cases  of  the  disease,  causing  2,963  deaths,  nearly  all  of  children. 

In  1950,  the  latest  year  for  which  detailed  returns  are  available, 
70  of  the  83  county  boroughs  in  England  and  Wales  had  no  deaths 
from  diphtheria,  and  33  did  not  have  a confirmed  case. 

If  an  un-immunised  child  catches  the  disease  his  chances  of  dying 
are  seven  times  greater  than  those  of  an  immunised  child. 

Scarlet  fever. 

48  cases  were  notified.  'I'he  luajcjrity  were  school  children  and  the 
parish  most  affected  was  Clowne.  The  disease  continued  to  be  mild 
in  character  and  was  spread  mostly  by  direct  contact  in  the  schools. 
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Poliomyelitis. 

1 notification  was  received  from  Creswell.  This  was  a child  of  14 
months  and  proved  to  be  a paralytic  case.  The  chdd  had  not  been 
away  from  home. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

198  cases  of  Measles  were  reported  and  42  cases  of  whooping  cough. 
I'here  were  no  deaths. 

Food  Poisoning. 

One  outbreak  occurred  in  the  village  of  Creswell  in  October,  when 
approximately  40  people  in  11  families  were  affected.  Apparently 
the  outbreak  occurred  following  a meal  which  was  partaken  of  by 
237  people  after  a wedding. 

It  was  impossible  to  obtain  any  of  the  food  eaten  but  suspicion 
appeared  to  point  to  a tin  of  ham  which  had  come  from  Poland. 

Samples  of  faeces  from  two  of  the  people  suffering  from  food  poison- 
ing were  sent  into  Derby  but  the  reports  on  each  of  these  cases  were 
negative.  The  illness  came  on  eight  or  nine  hours  after  the  meal  had 
been  eaten  affecting  the  people  with  diarrhoea,  vomiting  and  abdominal 
pain  which  lasted  about  six  or  seven  hours  and  this  was  followed  by 
exhaustion.  There  were  no  deaths. 


Tuberculosis. 

The  following  table  gives  particulars  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis 
and  of  all  deaths  from  the  diseases  during  the  year — 


The  phthisis  death-rate  is  .31  per  1000  of  the  population. 
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As  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table  the  phthisis  death  rate  has 
remained  stationary  during  the  last  five  years.

HOUSING 


During  the  year  131  houses  were  completed  and  let  by  the  Council 
and  8 houses  built  by  private  enterprise  for  owner  occupation. 


At  the  end  of  December  64  Council  Houses  and  14  Council  bungalows 
were  in  course  of  construction  and  tenders  for  the  erection  of  a further 
30  houses  were  let. 


The  number  of  dwellings  occupied  at  Southgate  Hutted  Camp  was 
8 in  December.  The  number  of  dwellings  occupied  on  the  Bevin 
Estate  was  85  in  December  and  4 were  demolished  during  the  year. 

The  Council  resolved  that  dwellings  on  the  Southgate  and  Bevin 
Hutted  sites  should  be  demolished  as  they  became  vacant. 

The  number  of  houses  built  in  Clowne  from  1944  to  May  1951  was 
25  per  1,000  ot  population.  The  total  average  per  1,000  of  population 
for  Rural  Districts  in  the  County  was  18  per  1,000  of  population  and 
the  total  average  per  1,000  of  population  for  all  the  County  District 
Councils  in  Derbyshire  was  19. 

Council  Houses 

The  number  of  houses  under  the  control  of  the  Council  in  December 
was  1,2.36  and  93  temporary  dwellings  were  under  the  control  of  the 
Council. 

Consequent  upon  my  condition  survey  of  October,  1950,  63  houses 
and  bungalows  were  completely  overhauled  externally  and  188  were 
painted  by  the  Direct  Labour  Organisation  which  was  established 
in  April.

Privately  Owned  Houses 

The  summary  and  analysis  of  work  done  to  privately  owned  houses 
is  reported  in  the  appendix.  This  indicates  that  despite  the  difficulty 
in  obtaining  the  necessary  labour  and  materials  and  the  adverse 
economic  conditions  which  were  prevailing,  the  private  owner  generally 
is  keeping  his  property  in  a reasonable  state  of  repair.  Evidence  exists 
that  professional  and  technical  bodies  were  advocatiog  an  increase  in 
the  rents  of  privately  owned  houses  to  cover  the  increased  cost  of 
repairs. 

No  legal  proceedings  have  been  taken  in  respect  of  statutory  notices 
served  during  the  year.

WATER  SUPPLIES 
Council  Water  Supply 

The  purity  of  the  water  supplies  in  the  Clowne  Rural  District 
continued  to  give  every  satisfaction. 

In  1950,  the  Council  agreed  to  approach  the  Chesterfield  and 
llolsover  Water  Board  for  a supply  of  water  to  be  brought  into  the 
District  via  Mansfield  Road,  Clowne,  where  the  areas  of  supply  of 
the  Board  and  your  District  adjoined.  This  was  agreed  to  and  the 
Board  further  suggested  that  Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
would  prefer  to  see  a closer  link  between  the  Board  and  this  Authority 
in  the  matter  of  water  supply  and  if  the  Council  was  interested  in 
pursuing  this,  some  merger  of  interests  should  take  place.  This 
s^Sg^stion  was  considered  at  a meeting  of  the  Council  and  it  was 
decided  that  the  interests  of  the  community  would  be  best  served 
by  a complete  merger  of  your  Council’s  water  undertaking  with  the 
Chesterfield  and  Bolsover  Water  Board. 

The  merger  took  place  on  the  1st  October. 

New  mains  and  incidental  works  have  been  completed  to  service 
134  new  houses  on  the  housing  sites  in  each  of  the  parishes. 

Water  connections  to  the  mains  have  been  made  to  the  following 
groups  of  premises  : —

the  water  mains  during  the  year  was  154. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Parish  of  Glowne 
Hollin  Hill  Sewage  Works. 

With  the  completion  and  occupation  of  more  houses  in  the  south- 
east drainage  area  of  the  Parish  of  Clowne  the  Hollin  Hill  Sewage 
Disposal  Plant  is  reaching  its  full  working  capacity.  Whilst  the  samples 
of  the  effluent  have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory,  the  filter  beds  in 
storm  time  are  continually  being  dosed  and  the  storm  water  tanks  are 
discharging  diluted  crude  sewage  into  the  stream  more  frequently 
than  the  plant  was  originally  designed  for. 

South  West  Drainage. 

The  South-west  drainage  area  of  the  parish  is  still  served  with  out 
of  date  disposal  plants  at  West  Lea,  John  Street  and  Cockhouse.  An 
enquiry  was  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  Inspector  with  a view 
to  providing  an  up-to-date  disposal  plant  combining  the  three  plants. 

Parish  of  Creswell 

The  whole  of  the  Parish  of  Creswell  sewage  discharges  at  the  out 
of  date  Hennymoor  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

The  scheme  for  the  installation  of  a new  disposal  plant  at  the  north- 
east end  of  the  Craggs  was  subject  of  a Ministry  of  Health  inquiry. 

Pending  a decision  from  this  inquiry  and  the  construction  of  the 
new  works,  attempts  have  successfully  been  made  to  reduce  the 
suspended  matter  in  the  final  effluent  from  these  works  by  the 
installation  of  a petrol  driven  diaphragm  pump. 

Parish  of  Whitwell 
Whitwell  Sewage  Works. 

These  modernised  works  continue  to  give  satisfactory  results. 
Hodthorpe  Sewage  Works. 

The  Hodthorpe  Sewage  Works  arc  showing  signs  of  overloading. 
This  plant  must  be  modified  at  some  near  future  date  as  the  present 
effluent  is  not  satisfactory. 

Whitwell  Common  Disposal  Plant. 

This  small  disposal  plant  treats  the  drainage  from  sink  wastes  only 
and  is  working  satisfactorily. 

Repairs  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Parish  of  Barlborough 
Barlborough  Sewage  Works. 

The  greater  part  of  the  populated  area  of  Barlborough  is  drained 
to  the  disposal  plant  on  the  south-east  side  of  Chesterfield  Road. 
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This  plant  is  in  a poor  state  of  repair  and  serious  consideration  must 
be  given  in  the  immediate  future  for  its  modernisation  and  repair. 

Barbers  Row  Disposal  Plant. 

This  plant  deals  with  the  sink  wastes  from  Barbers  Row  and  2 water 
closets  from  a nearby  licensed  premises. 

Wood  Lane  Disposal  Plant. 

This  plant  deals  with  the  sink  wastes  and  1 water  closet  from  the  pro- 
perties in  Wood  Lane. 

Repairs  to  the  plant  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

GENERAL 

Flooding  in  Elmton  Road  Creswell  and  Station  Road  Whitw'ell 
continues  to  give  anxiety. 

In  Creswell  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  is  awaited  to  carry  out 
extensive  modifications  to  the  existing  sewage  system  together  with 
the  proposed  new  sewage  works  reported  above. 

In  Whitwell  it  w'as  decided  to  deal  with  the  flooding  and  the  servicing 
of  the  Station  Road  housing  site  as  one  scheme. 

The  sewering  of  the  Council’s  new  housing  estates  progresses  with 
their  general  development. 


CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 

Cleansing. 

The  cleansing  of  the  District  comprises  the  emptying  of  dustbins, 
the  removal  emptying  and  disposal  of  the  contents  of  pail  closets, 
the  removal  of  the  contents  of  privy  middens  with  the  cleansing  and 
disinfecting  of  the  compartments  and  the  emptying  of  cesspools. 

These  services  make  the  most  important  contribution  to  the  general 
health  of  the  community,  and  they  have  not  been  carried  out  without 
difficulty.  The  mining,  building  and  agricultural  industries  in  the 
district  are  unfortunately  more  attractive  to  labour  than  the  cleansing 
work  of  the  Council  which  consists  of  the  unpleasant  but  very  necessary 
tasks  mentioned  above. 


Salvage.

Routine  enquiries  were  made  into  48  cases  of  notifiable  infectious 
sickness  and  48  visits  were  made  in  consequence  ot  notification. 

Disinfection  of  houses  and  classrooms  after  cases  of  infectious  sickness 
have  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

Whilst  the  incidence  of  rat  infestation  is  not  known  to  be  high  in 
the  district,  infestations  have  been  found  from  time  to  time  whilst 
investigating  complaints.  It  is  now  the  duty  of  a local  authority  to 
take  necessary  steps  to  ascertain  the  courses  of  infestation  in  its  district 
and  on  the  advice  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  the 
Council  decided  to  employ  a full  time  rodent  operative  on  the  syste- 
matic inspection  of  your  district  and  deal  with  the  complaints  as  they 
arise.
